At last tho mystery surrounding the dis- 
appearance of the big freighter Strathnovis 
has boon cleared away, and tho confidence 
expressed by thoBe who guvo it as their 
opinion that she had not mob her fate in the 
fierce hurrioano of tho 15th of November, 
haa boon provod well founded. Tho Strath- 
novis is still afloat, or was at all events on 
the 19th of last month, when Bho wan fallen 
in with by the juat arrived sugar bark John 
Gambles, In latitude '18 degrees -10 minutes 
N., longitudo 145 dogreoa \V. At that time 
sho had already tlrifmd, totally disublod, 
for upwards of l.UOO n.iloa, hor crankshaft 
having brolton and hor sail being inBuffi- 
oiont to give her steering way. Sho was 
still perfectly soaworthy, and as rhe Gambles 
could render her no assistance, Bho simply 
accoptod tho Bteamor'a muila for return to 
tho acenta horo, and reported hor distress as 
speodily as possiblo on arrival at Vancouver 
yesterday morning. 

Tho owning company up to a late hour 
last night had not yet docidid us to what 
ship to send to the reeouo. The outbound 
Tacoma, whioh otherwise would have got 
away yesterday, is still hold at the ocean 
dock here pending tho decision, and the 
C.P.N. *Oo.'b Bteumer Danube haa been 
made ready for immodiate departure, 
in tho event of hor aorvices being 
required, whioh is altogether probable. 
Many experienced seamen along the water- 
front believe thut by this tlmo tho dis- 
abled steamer is not far off the Queen Char- 
lotte islands, if Bho has not already found 
anohorago eomowhero along the Vancouver 
ialand coast, while others oontend that she 
must have omght tho Japanese ourronb and 
be by notv well toward the Asiatic side. In 
tho lattor event it is not unlikely that the 
Taooma or tho outbound EmpreBS, Bailing 
to morrow, will fall in with her ; if the for- 
mer, the Danube is just tho right boat to 
asaiat her and bring hor safely to port. 

Capt. Archibald of tho EmpreBS of China 
is very muoh surprised that ho did not fall 
in with the Strathnevia on his voyago 
ward, as according to tho latitude and 
longitude given by tho master of the Gam- 
bles ho must have oroased hor traok. When 
Bightod by tho BUgar laden bark Bho was 
within a few miles moro or leas of S00 miles 
off Capo Carmanah, and in the usual courBO 
of both tho C.P.R. and N.P.R. linors. Par- 
ticulars of tho mooting at soa aro all con- 
tained in tho sppondod dispatch from tho 
Colonist's Vancouver correspondent. 

Vancouver, Deo. 7— (Special) — When 
tho yollow flag was hoisted on tho bark John 
Gambles, which arrived this morning BUgar 
laden for tho B. C. refinery, tho rumor was 
quickly circulated that tho Btorm-scarred 
bark hud brought the dreaded cholora to 
port, and had had the effrontery to anchor 
in tho Btream. Immediately after Health 
Doctor Robertson paid htB official vhlb he 
was seen by tho Colonist representative, 
but doclined to discuss matters until ho had 
made a more thorough examination of tho 
two oaBos of sickneBS on board. This oven- 
ing A. L. Russell, tho Gamble's agent, hired 
a launch and inviting tho houlth doctor and 
the Colonist reporter to accompany him, 
proceeded to tho weather beaten suspeot an- 
chored in tho Btronm. Aftor tho doctor had 
made a Becond examination ho oxplained 
that tho dead Biiilor, ono John Obon, had 
sucoumbed to a very raro diaoaBo In thoao 
parts, known aB acuto bori bori, entirely dif- 
ferent from tho chronic form, tho man being 
a month ill ; while another A. B. named 
Olaf Hanaon was dying of tho same diseaBe. 
Ab acute bori bori ie not contagious tho yel- 
low flag was immediately loworod. 

Capt. Treothowan's cabin boro marks on 
overy sido of tho terrible typhoon through 
which tho vessel had passed, while its walls 
woro covered with mottoes, a conspicuous 
ono boing most appropriate to the Captain's 
story which followed — "In God Alono We 
Trust." 

" Tho Gambles has passed through a tor- 
riblo Btorm," explained hor commandor. 
"Ihavobcon sailing for thirty-six years, 
and havo boon around tho Horn dor.onB of 
times, but novor in my lifo havo I experi- 
enced anything liko it before. Wo got tho 
tail end of tho typhoon in Formosa straits, 
where our Biator augar ships tho Blair Atholo 
and Morayshire aro supposed to havo gone 
down. It was torrific, boyond the power of 
human tooguo to describe. I will never 
undor any circumstances mako tho passago 
again — I'll go by Australia. Our cabin was 
iliodod und I think tho cargo ia damaged. 
Our Btorn rail was carried away, our sky- 
light smaehed, our whooi box stove in, and 
wo lost a lot of sails besidcB getting a gon- 
orol battering from atem to Btorn. 

" Wo started from Samarang on tho 25th 
AuguBt, and had been 107 daya oub when 
on Nov. 19, wo Blghted a drifting atoamor 
sovoral miles away. Sho signalled and we 
waited for hor Bmall boat. The crow of the 
small boat said their stoumor was tho Strath- 
nevia of Glasgow, which had Btartod from 
Tacoma on tho 6th of October for tho Orient. 
On Oar. 20, a storm struok bhom and their 
main shaft snapped off oloso to tho propel- 
ler, carrying trio acrow with it. A west 
wind had boon blowing for thirty days, so 
they turned in their track and drifted back 
eastward having with the assistance of tho 
wind gono I, COO milea from tho timn of the 
acoidont to when tho GambloB sighted them. 

"Their sails wore email bhroocornorod 
shoots foro and aft, and they could not got 
nnough headway to steer, Thero woro 159 
Chinese u^d Japnneao on board and tho 
MoDgoliana were going on Bhort rations, as 
their rice was running low, though tho oap- 
tain and crew had enough provisions, aa If 
ocaasion demandod it they could eat their 
cargo of flour. Thoy had rigged a Borb of 
jnry screw bub were practically ab tho rr.^rcy 
of variable winds. 

"If this is tho oaBO," added Captain 
Troothowan, " they havo drifted goodneBB 
knows whoro by this timo, for in tho nine- 
teen days ainco wo aighted thorn they haFo 
had nothing bub eouthoasb winds, nnd mighb 
drift on to tho rugged Bhores of Borne of tho 
northorn Islands. We took her 25 bags of 
mall from the wrooked steamer and a num 
bor of letters written on the wreck to the 
agents." 

Uoforo leaving the Gambles, the Colonist

" If I waB on that steamer," aaid tho 
mate, " I'd Boll my life for a gallon of grog. 
Sho looked in a bad way indeed. Her 
steering gear waB useless, and sho was at 
tho moroy of wind and waves. If tho In- 
surance people want to save her, and if the 
friends of tho orew want to see their com- 
rades and kin alive, thoy had better hurry 
up, for by this timo acs ill wind has poaBibly 
drifted her oub of tho traok of all ooean go- 
ing vessels."

London, Deo. 7. — The groat attractions of 
tho week in royal ciroleB have boon tho go- 
ings and comingB of King Leopold of Bel- 
gium and bis charming daughter, Princess 
Clomontino, about twenty-two years of age 
and unmarried. King Loopcld has always 
boon popular horo on account of his so-called 
demooratlo habits. Ho waB mob at the 
Charing Cross railway station by a number 
of officials, and tho royal carriages wero 
placed at hie disposal to convey him to his 
destination. After acknowledging the 
oourtoey ahown him the King Baid he pre- 
ferred walking, and so he waB 
allowed to have hie way and stroll- 
ed aoroes Trafa'gar cquare to his 
hotel, beforo going to Windsor to pay hia 
roBpeots to Queen Victoria. Later King 
Leopold Baw all the slghtB of London incog, 
and is said to havo onjoyod himself im- 
mensely. King Leopold and tho Piinceaa 
returned from Windaor yeaterday and will 
proceed to Sandringham on a vieib to the 
Princo and Princess of Wales, Thoro 1b tho 
usual amount of speculation as to the real 
object of tho King's visit to London, still 
but little seems to be really known. Tho 
reports that hia journey iB connected with 
tho linanoial affalra of tbe Congo Free State 
aro uppermost. 

lb is now reported that bho Earl of Derby, 
formorly Govomor Genoral of Canada, ia to 
Buocoed tho Marquis of Dufforin as British 
ambissador to Paris, although tho name of 
Sir Phillip Currie, British ambassador at 
Constantinople, is frequently mentioned in 
connection with thia high and important 
post.

No New Developments -Grave Charges 
Against Armenians Made 
by the Turks. 

Constantinople, Deo, 7.— The news of 
the flight of Said Pasha and tho reports 
thab ho had takon refuge with Sir Phillip 
Currie, tho British ambassador, cauaed pro- 
found oxcitoment. The Turka admit that 
tho fact that so distinguished a porBon and 
so well known a patriot aB Said Pasha 
should havo to aeek shelter with a foreign 
power ie proof of tho gravity of the situation. 
It la acknowledged on all sides that 
unless the palace clique can bo broken up 
government by the Sublime Porte will be 
rendered imposaiblo. Sir Philip Currie's 
conduob in affording Bheltor to Said Pasha 
haa boon praised by poraons cocnizini of 
bho facts who uro now controlled by politi- 
cal influences, and the hopo has bsen ex- 
pressed that he will nob withdraw his pro- 
tootion. 

At a meeting of tho ambassadors, resolu- 
tions were adopted, and It is believed thab 
aobion was taken to the effeeb that tho 
powors will support Said Paeha in the event 
of his agreeing to aocept the office of Grand 
Vizier, bub it ia not probable that he will 
again tako up the duties of that office after 
seeking refugn from the wrath of the Saltan. 

Since laBt Wednesday a atrlcb watch haa 
been kept upon the British embassy by 
Turkish detootivoB, tho ofliolala fearing thab 
Said Paeha might try to board ono of the 
gunboata. It Ib understood that Sir 
Phillip Curry has lodged a vigorouB protest 
against thlB ByBtom of espion- 
age. There has been absolutely no 
change reported in the question of 
the guardships. This subjeot has boen un- 
der disousalon during the pasb fow days, the 
powers ashing tho Sultan, to issue firmans 
for the passage of these bo^ts through the 
Dardanelles, the Sublime Porte tak- 
ing tho position that an extra 
guardehip might have a tendency 
to cause trouble among the Turkish popu- 
lation of Constantinople, and thab thoir 
presonce thoro is not necessary under exist- 
ing circumstances. 

Official reports Bay a number of Armenian 
brigands, diagulced as Georgians, and armed 
with Martini Henry rifles, recontly attaokod 
in the vioinity of Sakardaghi a party of Mus- 
Bulman travellers, and oaptured Bixteen of 
them, two of them women. Official adviceB 
add that after outting eff the oars and goug- 
ing out the eyes, tho disguised Armenians 
kilied men with the utmoBt atrocity and car- 
ried off the women.

Premier Bowell tliorefore cabled 
Sir CharleB Tupper desiring a prior confer- 
ence lotweon Sir Charlos and tho Dominion 
governmont in order that tho vIhwb of the 
latter might be made known M their repre- 
sentative in London, Similirly it was 
thought desirable to have a onferonoo with 
him at the same timo on tho Pacific cable 
sohomo before the colonial conference to bo 
hold in London. HiB stay in Cinada, ho 
said before leaving, will bo brief, and ho ex- 
pressly disclaimed tho attachment of ar 
political significance whatever to his visit,

DDREANT'S ONLY REFUGE. 

JuUpe llnrphy Dismisses the Motion For a 
New Trial and Advises the Prisoner 
To Repent. 

San 'Francisco, Das. 7. — Yostorday, 
whioh was fixed for Judge Murphy's deci- 
sion on tho motion for a new trial in the 
caso of Theodore Durrant, tho crowd wes 
aa largo as during the trial. Judge Mur- 
phy overruled tho motion for a new trial. 
Ho aaid if ho thought any iojuatico had 
been dona tho prisoner or any error had 
boon made which affaoted hU rights he 
would not hesitate to grant a new trial, but 
waa satisfied that the prisoner's trial had 
been fair and impartial, and that tho jury's 
verdict had been in accordance with the 
law and evidonoo. Durrant being ordered 
to stand up, rose, pale and scowling, but 
impassive as ever. Tho Judge expressod 
iiiz ontiro concurronoo with tho verdict and 
advised tiii nondemned to aeok repentance 
and forgivenesa iu 2 divine source, now his 
only refuge. Tho Bontonoc pronounoed waB 
that Durrant bo knpt in close confinement 
by the sheriff In the county jail and within 
ton dayB be delivered to the warden of 
San Quentln atato prison, there to bo kept 
in close confinement until euoh day, to bo 
afterwards fixed, when ho should bo hanged 
at San Quontin until dead. Durrant heard 
his Beutence without twitohing a muscle, 
staring at the judge defiantly. Thon ho sat 
down, mado Bomo remark to hia father and 
smiled. 



CAPTAIN D. B. JACKSON. 

Died Without it Will Leaving Au Estats 
Worth a Quarter of a Million 
Dollars. 

Seattle, Dec, 7.— D. B. Jackson died 
without a will, and hia eatate in Washing- 
ton 1b estimated to be worth 8250,000, bring- 
ing in a yearly income of §10,000. His Bon, 
Henry F. Jackson, has applied for letters of 
administration, and atatod in hia potition 
that no will or tostamcnt could bo found.

In the Colonist of yeBterday appeared 
the following tologram : "The wifo of Dr. 
Naneen, tho Arctic explorer, has received a 
lotter by carrier pigeon at Chrlstlania to tho 
offact that hor husband's expedition 1b do 
log woll." MunBoy's Magazine for Decem- 
ber contains an article entitled " The 
Horocs of tho Ioy North," of whioh tho fol 
lowing is an epitomo : 

When Peary returned from North Green 
land, It was announced that tho failure of 
lila expedition to make now geographical 
discoveries had "given a death blow" to 
furtbor arotlc exploration, at least for the 
next few yoars. Yet it ie not impossible 
that oven now tho north pole, the goal for 
whioh daring men have striven so long in 
vain, may actually havo been reached by 
either of two expeditions. It is probable, 
however, than If the feat has been achieved, 
we shall not know of it for unothor year, 
Meanwhile, while Dr. NunBen and 
Mr. Jackson — unless disaster has 
overtaken them — aro slowly toiling 
homeward from their loog and 
perilous journeys through arctic ice, 
a rival adventurer is preparing to mako a 
lightning-like dash for tho pole that may 
require only hours where Nansen's haa al- 
ready taken years, ThlH is Andree, the 
Swedish aeronaut, who haB formulated a 
plan for crossing the polar area in a ballouu 
There 1b a atrango fascination about tho 
eoaroh for tho polo Those who havo onco 
dared to enter the fastnesseB of tho ice king 
aro lurtd bick again and again — often until 
t hoy leave lusir uones in the white north, 
Tho flto.'ipB of Peary and Nansen show how 
those whoo.ice come under tho spollari- flrawn 
back aguin and again from civilization und 
home, from wife and friends, to the polar 
magnot. How oun this bo called a sordid 
Hgo, whou such men give up tho bosb years 
of their life to the unrewarded perils of Arc 
tic toil, and find no lack of volunteers to fill 
out their muster rolls ? 

At tho present tlmo, if no Occident has 
befallen him, JackBon, an Eoglishman, is 
encamped for tho long, dark Arctic winter 
somewhere on his way toward the polo. 
Ho hae not aeon the sun for several weeke, 
and will not Beo it again before tho 1st of 
March. But he 6hould havo plonty of pro- 
visions, and although ho la probably winter- 
ing further north than man ever wintored 
before, for some reason that is not fully 
understood, tho climate of his longitude is 
decidedly milder than that of tho northern- 
moat extension of America. 

Dr. Fridtjof Nanson's undertaking is 
based upon a remorkablo theory. Its origin 
goes back to t'.\e ill-fated Amorioan expodi- 
tion oomman' , ed by Lieutenant Goorge W. 
Do Long. Do Long's ahip, tho Jeannetto — 
equipped by Mr. Bennett, of tho Now YorL 
Horald — was caught in tho ice off the 
Siberian coaBt, and was oarried northward, 
until Bhe was crushed and shabtored to 
pieces, by an ocean curronb whose speed wa9 
as great as eight miles a day. Had sho con- 
tinued in the same direction, ahe wonld 
have reached tho pole, and passing it, would 
havo been borno into tho North Atlantic 
along tho eastern shoro of Groonland. On 
thab very coaBt, thrco yoars later, aomo of 
her gear waa aotually found, 

Arguing from this. Dr. Nansen formed 
tho Idea of drifting to tho pole with the 
Siberian ico. His ship, the Fram (tho word 
ia the Norwegian for " forward "), haa been 
specially designed for resistance to tho 
dangeroua floes, and it ia provisioned for five 
years. He Bailed from Christiania in Juno, 
ISil.'i, and two mouths later he was last re- 
ported gIF the Siberian coast. Then and 
there he diaappearod into tho unknown, 
until juat heard of. 

Andree'a balloon project aounde almost 
like tho emanation of a "crank." Never- 
theless, Its originator ia a practical and ex- 
perienced aeronaut, who haa succeeded in 
raiding the neroasary funds, King Oscar, of 
"neden having subscribed eight) thousand 
dollars. Ho bpent a yoar in Sph zborgon 
with u party of astronomical observers, and 
it ia from tho northernmost point of Spitz- 
bergmthab his airship ia to atart, about 
midsummer of noxt year, whonovor a strong, 
steady south wind offers a favorable oppor- 
tunity. It will carry tho Swedish aeronaut 
and two companiouB, topothor with instru- 
ments and supplies, a oledgo, and a aanvuB 
boat. Bub with all tho equipment that a 
balloon lifting tl.reo tons can hold, it Ib tol- 
erably Bafo to aay that tho slightest mishap 
will moan swift und cortain destruction to 
itB adventurous crow.

THE OPPRESSED ARMENIANS. 

Tho accounts from tho Eist are literally 
sickening. Evory mail brings us news of 
murder and brutal oppression of Christians 
in the Sultan's dominions. It does nob ap- 
pear that the condition of the Armenians is 
better now than it was a year ago. Tho in- 
tervention of the Europoan PoworBSOsms to 
have tho etfeot of exasperating the fanatical 
Mahommedans. While negotiations have 
been going on in Constantinople Christiana 
have been murdered and robbed and out- 
raged in many oitiea of Asiatio Tur- 
key. At Eiiisroum more than a thou- 
sand Christians were murdered in 
cold blood, at Kharput SOU persons fell vic- 
tims to tho cruel Turks, and tho buildings 
in which tho American missionaries lived 
and labored were aaoktd and burned ; at 
Gurun, in tho vllayeb of Sivas, 4,000 Ar- 
meniana are Baid to have boon masauorsd by 
tho Kurds. There were rioting and blood- 
shed at Maraah, Hadyin, and at Orfa tho 
slaughter of tho defoncoleBS and innocent in- 
habitants ia aaid to have been horrible. 
The aooounts are suoh that the following 
description of the condition of tho oppressed 
Armenians does nob appear to beovordrawn. 
Tho Now York Times says : 

Although in bhoir mad oagorneBS for plun- 
der the Kurds and Turks have spared some 
lives, it is a simple faot that tho wealth, in- 
telligence and charaoter of the Armenian 
people all over the empire have been almost 
blotted out. Tho prinoipal mon in evory 
city, inoluding morchants, school teachers, 
and Isadora of thought, were Bingled out for 
murder, and those who have escaped huvo 
been reduced to abject poverty. Bub lb is 
nob merely tho cities that have Buffered. 
The farming regiona are desolated and (looks 
and herds havo boon oarried otV, so that, ac- 
cording to tho best estimates, at least a 
quarter of a million people aro in immediate 
danger of starvation. 

Meanwhilo tho Btory of maesaoro grows 
worse instead of lighter. A seoond mas- 
sacre in Marash, accompanied this time by 
tho destruction of American school build- 
ings, and rumors of massaoro in Aintab 
and Van, make up the latosb list. These 
are three of tho most important cities of 
Northern Syria and Eastern Turkey. Van 
is tho aoat of Eogliflh, Fronch, and Russian 
ConsulB. In Aintab the Armenian popula- 
tion, long noted for exceptional intelligence 
and corresponding influonco, haa always 
been on friondly terms with tho Turks. For 
those two citios to bo ablaze showa that tho 
ooDflagration haB in all probability gone far 
beyond tho power of tolegraphio orders from 
Constantinople tc stop it, und proves that 
the central Government has not merely boen 
cognizant of tho outrages, but bus distinctly 
ordorod aud encouraged thom. Tho story is 
tho samo ovorywhero — tho Armoniuns pito- 
oualy ploading for protection ; the autnorl- 
tiea promising tho fullest protection and or- 
doring tho shops to be opened, und then tho 
Turks ^oing to pray ovoi it and coming out 
and falling on the Christiana liko a whirl- 
wind, tho Sultan doooratlng the commanding 
offioor. Undor suoh clrcumatanoes to be- 
lieve a word thab either tho Sultan or his 
officials say or accept a Bingle promise ia both 
farce and crime. 

(Eho enemioB of tho Armoniana aBaort thab 
they have brought theao dreadful evila on 
bhemoolvea. They ore tricky, turbulont and 
unacrupuloua and when thoy find that thoy 
h»ve with thom tho Bympathy of tho Chris- 
tiaja of tho West they aro toady at any mo- 
monb to commit rash aots with tho doliborato 
intention of provoking retaliation in order 
that thoy may have a complaint against tho 
Saltan and his Muhommedan subjoara. But 
thero aro no rollablo grounds for thoao accu- 
sations. Somo Armoniana, it may bo, driven 
to desperation, havo acted raBhly, 
bub every allowanoo must bo mado for poo- 
plo who have beon oppreasod and harassed 
aa thoy have boon. Tho only excuse that 
oan bo mado for bhoir nob being in open ro 
bollion 1b thoir woakneBB, and tho utter 
hopoloBBnesa of organised resistance to tho 
Sultan e Government. Tho way that thoy 
have boon troatol by tho Government that 
should have protected them, mado rebellion, 
if thoro was tho romotost chance of its boing 
sucoeasful, a duty. To oontond that they 
should be humble and submissive, that thoy 
should kiss the rod that smites them, is to 
asBumo thab they havo the spirib of alaves, 
and aro not worthy of freedom. 

It Is to bo hoped that tho intorpoaition of 



Christian nations will havo tho effect of put- 
ting an end to the oppression of the Arme- 
nians and other Christiana in Turkey. So 
far that interposition has done little or no- 
thing to alleviate the coudition of tho op- 
pressed Christiana. It is to be feared that 
when the fanatical Mahommedans find out 
that tho Sultan has not the power to treat 
the ChrietianB as he pleases they will despise 
tho authority of his Government and wreak 
their vengeanoo on the defenceless Chiio- 
tianB. Tho averago Turk believes tho Sul- 
tan to be all-powerful, und ib is butd to toll 
what ho will do when ho finds thab the 
potentate whom ho believes to bo the ruler 
of tho world haa been forced by Chriatian 
Powers to adopt towarda tho bated and 
doapiaed ChrifltlanB a polioy of humanity 
and sbriob justice. Thero are indications 
that tho ond of tho Turkish Empivo is at 
hand. Tho sooner Its dissolution takes 
place the bettor for mankind. 

THE CREAMERY CONVENTION. 

Wo aro glad to loarn that the farmors of 
North and South Viotorio and otherB inter- 
ested in tho advancement of the Intorosta of 
agriculture In the districts are to moot on 
Tuesday in Colquitz hall to deviao ways and 
means for establishing croamorios in this 
part of tho province. Theirs is nob a specula- 
tive projoot. Suocosb undor propor manage- 
ment is absolutely certain. Croamories and 
cheoso factories huvo beon established in 
other parts of tho Dominion whero tho con- 
ditions are fur loss favorable than thoy ore 
hero, und thoy havo effaotod a won- 
derful improvement in tho condition of tho 
farmors. Tho Eastern dairyman bus to con- 
tend against a long and exceedingly cold 
winter. Here there ia no winter to spook 
of. This of itself is u very great advantage 
in tho British Columbian farmor's favor. 

All thab ia required in this neighborhood 
to ensuro tho aucoess of a croumory is a cer- 
tain number of good aows In a givon area, 
activo and hoarty co-oporation on tho part 
ot their ownerB, and skill ond euro in the 
management of tho butter faotory. 

Exporlenoo will, in a short time, toooh 
the farmers how to got the greatest possible 
quantity of milk from a given number of 
cows. It is ustonishlng what n stimulus 
Buoceaa in tho business gives to owners of 
stook. The farmer who, beforo the estab- 
lishment of tho oroamery, never gavo a 
seoond thought to hia cowa, when he finds 
that they are a sure source of revenue, takes 
grout interest in them and ia continually 
considering how ho can improvo thom and 
increase their yield of milk. Wo hope that 
tho dairy convention will bo well attended 
and that its deliberations will bo productive 
of tho best results. 

LED ASTRAY. 

Aa a groat deal of interest Is just now tak- 
en in Venezuela it may be well to learn from 
an intelligent United States citizen, who 
lately visited that South American Ropublic, 
how tho Venezuelans regard tho matter in 
dispute bobween their country and Great 
Britain. Tho American visitor la Richard 
Harding Davis, and he haa givon hia impres- 
sions of Venezuela and mattora Venezuelan 
in a very interesting article in the Christmas 
number of Harpor'u Magoalne. ' 

" The Governmeab of Venezuela, "Mr. 
Davis writea, " ub bhe time of our viBit to 
Caracoaa was greatly troublod on account of 
tho boundory iHspute with Groab Bribuin 
and her owa somowhab hasty action in Bond- 
ing three foreign ministers out of tho coun- 
try for daring to criticise hor tardiness in 
paying foreign dobts, and her negloot in not 
holding to tho terms of conceBaiona. These 
difficulties, the latter of which were entirely 
of her own making, were interoBting to ua as 
AmoricanB boouuuo the talk on all sides 
showed that in tho event of serious trouble 
with any foreign power Venezuela looks con- 
fidently to the United Statos for aid. In 
expectation of receiving this aid she is liable 
to go much further than Bhe would daro go 
if ehe did nob think the United States was 
back of ber. Her belief in the 
sympathy of our Government is 
based on many friendly acta in the past. 
. . . All of those expressions of good- 
will In tho past oount for something as Bigna 
that tho United StateB may bo relied upon 
in too future, but it is a question if sho is 
as willing to go as fur as Vonezuela oxpects 
hor to go. Venezuela's hope for aid and her 
conviction, which is shared with all tho 
Contral Amorican Republics, that the 
United States ia going to holp her and thom 
in tho hour of need, Is baaed upon what thoy 
boliovo to bo tho Monroe doctrine. Tho 
Monroo doctrine, ua wo understand it, is u 
very different thing from tho Monroo doc- 
trine as they uudoratund it ; and while 
thoir reading of it is nob bo import- 
unt us long us we know what 
it moans, and look up to ib and enforco it, 
thoro iB dungor, uovertheleae, in their way 
of looking at it, for, according to thoir point 
nf viaw, tho Monroo doctrine is expeotod to 
cover a multitude of their Bins. Proeldont 
Monroo Baid that wo Bhould oousidor any at- 
tempt on tho part of foroign powers lo ex- 
tend their syscom to any portion of this 
homiaphore aB dangeroua to our poaco and 
safety, and thut we could not view any in- 
terposition for tho purpose of oppressing 
thoir governments that had doolared their 
indepondonco. or controlling in any other 
manner their doatlny, by any Europoan 
power in any other light than us a mani- 
festation of uu unfriondly disposition to tho 
United States. Ho did not say that if a 
Central American Ropublio banished a Brii- 
ieh consul, or if Venezuela told tho foreign 
miniBtorB lo loavo tho country on tho noxt 
Btoamor, the United StateB would back 
thom up with forco of armB." 

Hero we havo tho secret of Vonozuola's 
obs inboy in po r elsting to prefer claims that 
are porfoctly groundless. Sho believes that 
no matter how unreasonable her demands 
may be tho Unitod StateB will mako her 
cauao ita own. Tho tone of a part of tho 
Unitod StatoB press and tho apoooheB of 
mony Amorican politicians givo tho Ven- 
ezuelans good reason to boliovo tnat tho 
Amorican people will eagerly soizo upon any 
disagreement that may arise betwoon Groat 
Brituin und Vsnozuoln about boundary linos 
as a protoxt to plok a quarrel with tho Brit- 
ish Government. Tho fooliahnoas of tho 
Yankee tall talkora would booomo unploas- 
antly appsronb if thoy by thoir violonco and 
thoir inftolonco provoked a war botweon tho 
two oountrioa. In suoh a war tho United 
States would loso moro in a single campaign 



than tho whole generation of tall talkers 
and their backers oan form any conception 
of, and tho probability is that the Vonczuo 
lans afbor the cruol war was over 
would find themsolvea in a far 
worse condition than they were 
boforo ib began. Lob tho Unitod Statea and 
Groat Britain onco go to war aboub this 
trumpery boundary dispute, and in the heat 
of the terriblo cor filet Venezuela and her In- 
terests would very soon be lost Bight of. 
Both combatants would have mattorB of 
Infinitely greater importance to think of. 
But there will bo no war aboub Veuezuola. 
Neither tho Britiah nor tho Americana have 
us yet takon leave of their senses, 

A WAR OF TARIFFS. 

It is amusing to read whub the American 
jingoes writo about tho "dread" with 
which England regards unfavorable Amorl- 
oan tariff legislation. If England could bo 
provoked Into a war of tariffs, whloh is un- 
likely, but by no moana impossible, tho peo- 
ple of tho United States havo far greater 
reason for "dread" than those of Groat 
Britain. Great Britain's market is tho whole 
world ; the market of the Uuiteid States la 
chiefly Great Britain. Agricultural products 
of many kindB aro the chief exportB of tho 
United States. ItB oxport of manufactured 
goods is comparatively small. Even 
with tho British market opon und froo 
to tho Amo loan farmer and stockruiser they 
huvo nut been of luto yours particularly 
prosperous. Prices havo been very low und 
tho demand dull, CIobo tho British market 
to tho products of American farms und 
pastures antl thero would be literally no de- 
mand at all for a very largo proportion of 
tho breadstuffa and provisions produoed in 
tho United StateB. Tho bad times in all 
the agricultural states would then be in- 
finitely worse than thoy are now or ever 
havo boen, and tho wholo nation, and not 
tho tall- twisters alone, would be tho suffer- 
era. Tho Americana who gloab over 
tho idea of a war with England ato 
nothing hotter than fools. Thoy cannot Bee 
an iuch beyond thoir noses. Suuh a war 
would bo a suicidal war, ib would bo an un- 
natural war, and it would bo an iniquity of 
nionstrouH proportions, Tho wickedness ot 
it is simply appalling to those who are intel- 
ligent enough to form an idea of somo of its 
uuavoidablo consequences no matter what 
tho ultimate result mighb be. Thero could 
bo no gainer in such a war. Both nutiona 
would lose more than oould be readily con- 
ceived, aud the world would lose immeasur- 
ably when the two nations that Bhould bo 
tho loaders in all thab advances and ennobles 
humanity were using all their powers to 
ravage and destroy each other liko two 
bands ol heathen barbarians.

WANT H1AI ARRESTED. 

A Motion to Commit Frederick LaudBberg to 
Jail on a Charge of Fraud. 

Aa an outcome of ths troublea over tho 
Landsborg failure a motion was yesterday 
made before Mr. Justice Crease by Mr. Bel- 
yea, acting for tho plaintiffs in Gault Bros, 
v. Landaberg, to imprison tho dofondant. 

Tho motion was lor an order under section 
11 of tho execution act, to commit Frederick 
Lindsberg to jiil for twelve months for 
fraudulently disposing of hia proporty with 
intont to delay and defeat his creditors. 

Tho defendant Landsborg was present, 
but boing without couneol oakod for an ad- 
journment, which the judge granted, fixing 
tho hoaring of the application for next Sa- 
turday at half past oloven. 

Thia ia the[firat acbivo step of tho process to 
bo takon on behalf of the creditors. Ib will 
bo remomberod that after the e.sBienment 
Landsborg offered a compromise of 41) cent a 
on the dollar, to bo paid in instalments ex- 
tending ovor twenty months. TIjIb offer be- 
ing submitted to the Eastern creditorB, who 
aro tho ones moat largely intoroated, they 
unanimously refused at e meeting hold on 
Friday, and have instituted logal proceed- 
ings, which will in due courso bo takon, to 
sot aside the marriage settlement to Mra. 
Landsborg, and also the bill of salo by 
Landsborg to his wife, aa fraudulent. 

A further meeting of creditors will bo hold 
to-morrow, at 11 o'olock, at the offico of Mr. 
William Duck, solicitor for tho assignee, 
notices to that effect having boon acnt out 
yeBtorday. 

A MYSTERY CLEARED. 

The Remains of a Woman Who Disappeared 
Throe Years Ago Discovered 
Near Comox. 

Three yeara ago an elderly lady namod 
Mrs. Fitzgerald went Into tho woods near 
Comox to pick berries. As she did nob ro- 
turn homo that night a search party was or- 
ganized, and for daya every effort waB mado 
to find hor, but without avail.

Vancouver Footballers .'Redeem Their 
Prediction and Defeat the 
Capital Team. 



The Vanoouver footballers who came to 
Victoria on Friday evening, modestly in 
troduced themoolves as " weak In ' for 
wards ' — hardly strong enough as a team to 
proporly represent the Terminal City. 
They camo propared, however, to pub up the 
besb Rugby gamo In their powor, and to 
rodeem the Vancouver prediction that thoir 
Rugby men could give points to all the rest 
of the provinoe. And the gamo at Cale- 
donia Park yostorday afternoon showed rhis 
to have been no idle boast, for it resulted in 
a victory for the visitors by fivo points to 
threo, and aaak oloth and ashoa as well as 
sticking plaBtor are now In demand among 
the hitherto invinclblo Victorias. It waB 
the first mooting thiB Boason of the two 
strongest toams of BrltHh Columbia, and 
the Importance of the match wan sufficient 
to bring out the largest gathering that has 
for some time assembled in Victoria to wit- 
ness a game of football. 

Millor, tho caitain of the Viotorla team, 
eleotod to defena the north Roal, and the 
ball was const quontly kickod off by Vancou- 
ver. For tho tirst ton minutes or bo the 
visitors had deoldedly tho best of it, tho ball 
being kept well within Viotoria'e twenty- 
five ; but although their backB bylgood pass- 
lug frequently threat unod to score thoy wero 
not successful. 

The home team then seemed to wako up, 
and the forwards aarrled tho ball down 
towards their opponents' goal. It did nob 
long remain thero, however, and was again 
returned to centre field A f ter abouttwenty 
minutes' very determined play on both sides 
Templar for Vancouver seoured the ball, 
and passed to Frank Miller, who scored the 
first " try " for tho vhitcrj, which was vory 
neatly converted into a goal.

Shortly aftor thia Wrrren, one of the 
Vancouver backs, wen injured and for a time 
had to retire, bub the vlsf-ora bravely hold 
their own and c; -rled the ball 'nto Victoria's 
twenty-five, where they wero aworded a 
free kiok, ono of the opposing forwards 
being off-side. 

The apeofjitora were now rowarded by 
seeing the beBt piece of play of the match, 
the boll, by a carles of prnecs ! n which So- 
gt ae, Gamble ftnd Pettigrew took part, be- 
ing oarriod from Viotoria'e end of tho field 
closo down to Vancouver's touch line. Here 
Gamblo again geo^'ng the bill carried It 
across Vancouver's l'no amidst the cheers of 
the Bpeo'-o.tors, but tho ball wri brought 
baok by the referee, who decided that It had 
been passed forward, and a Borimmage form- 
ed just outside Vncouver's goal. 

Until no Bldo was called the Victorians 
made miny brilliant abtompM to score but 
unsuccessfully, and tho game ended in favor 
of Vancouver by ono ooal ' i a tiy. For the 
visiting team, the Miller brothers, Tomplar, 
Woodward and Warren played well, nd 
their neat passing cad combined play called 
forth frequent applause from the spoota ora. 

Tho Hon. V. Stanley acted us roforoo and 
hia prompt dcoisions apparently gave satis- 
faction to both BideB.

BELIEF T'- ; AT THEY ATE ENDOWED 
WITH SUPERIOR INTELLIGENCE. 



They Have Mental Qualities Not Possessed 
l>y o:hrr Animal* — Interesting Stories 
About Them— Tlio I'irat One Brought tn 
This Country. 

Elephniita never go to sleep without 
leaving one of tho herd awake to keep 
watch and give warning in case of in- 
trusion. Go into the big menagerie tent 
of ih" show any night after tlio ele- 
phants have gone to sleep, or go into 
one of the olephaut e:irs on a night run, 
and yon will find that, no matter how 
quietly and stealthily you have entered, 
the eye of one member of the herd is 
upon yon. 

Couklin believes, as do most all ele- 
phant keepers, that the animal can un- 
derstand what is said to it. Indeed, 
trainers: assert that it has more intelli- 
gence than any other animal, and that 
it is the only one that can bo taught to 
mind by word of mouth, without other 
cues. That it is endowed to a limited 
extent with reasoning powers is certain. 
One German philosopher thinks lie- has 
discovered that this mental development 
is due to the fact that in tho trunk the 
elephant possesses a prehensilo organ 
similar to the hand of man. The hand, 
be asserts, has played a more important 
part in the development of tho human 
intellect than any other agency, since it 
brings its possessor into more intimate 
relations with the external world than 
any other organ. Some menagerie man, 
with inure practical observation than 
the German professor and a smaller 
bump of theorizing, has pointed out that 
the only flaw in this reasoning is that 
if it is correct tho gorillas and chimpan- 
zees ought to have a higher mental de- 
velopment than man, because they have 
four good hands instead of two, and any 
one of the four is stronger than the 
eight hand- of four men. 

Well authenticated stories of tho 
sagaoity of elephants are so numerous 
that it is never necessary to resort to ex- 
aggeration to say something interesting 
about them. In their wild state tl*e 
leader of a herd has been seen when ap- 
proaching swampy ground to extend ono 
foot to try its solidity before trusting 
his weight to it. When satisfied of its 
firmness, lie would go confidently on, 
and the wnolo herd would follow in 
single file, cautiously stepping in tho 
footprints of the leader, so that when 
the entire herd had thus passed the 
ground would look as if a single animal 
had gone that way. The same trait of 
caution is preserved in tho domesticated 
animal. Tho action is not tho result of 
training, but a brute instinct always dis- 
played and bearing a striking resem- 
blance to reason. 

When Jumbo tried to butt a fast 
freight oh 1 ' from the Grand Trunk tracks 
in an effort to save the baby of the Bar- 
imm herd, Tom Thumb, and lost his 
life in the attempt, it was said that his 
action gave unmistakable ovidenco of 
reason, though it was poor testimony to 
his judgment that he so greatly under- 
estimated the force of the locomotive. 

In the matter of tho food value of dif- 
ferent materials the reasoning power of 
the elephant is very faulty, however. 
Ho will eat almost anything that comes 
his way. If a canvasman leaves a coat 
or vest hanging on a quarter polo with- 
in reach of an elephant, tho big brute 
will edge over toward it and watch an 
opportunity when unobserved to touch 
it Willi his trunk. Then ho will begin 
to haul it toward him, putting in rolls 
of hay and chewing them between times. 
As soon as the garment is at his feet tho 
eleybiut will put one of his ponderous 
five hoofed pedals on it and begin to 
tear it up, rolling the pieces in his 
trunk and stnfiing them into his month. 
The solo of a shoe is just as good for 
him to chow on as a wisp of hay, and 
his natural instinct of mischief inclines 
him tri prefer that which ho knows is 
forbidden him. 

Tho first elephant brought to America 
for exhibition purposes was Old Bet, 
and it has often been remarked that tho 
American circus was built on her shoul- 
ders. Different accounts fail to agree in 
regard to the date of her importation, 
which is placed all the way from 1776 
to is..'!:) by different writers of old time 
reminiscences. Old Bet was brought 
over in tho ship America, of which Cap- 
tain Crowningshield was master, and 
she landed, according to tho harbor rec- 
ords, in Philadelphia in April, IT'.iS. 
She was but 5 feet high, and the sum 
of $10,000 was paid for her, the largest 
price that bad been paid up to that, time 
for any animal, either hero or in Eu- 
rope. She was first exhibited in Phila- 
delphia and astonished tho public daily 
by drawing the corks from bottles 
of beer and drinking the contents. On 
the 20th of June, 1 790, she passed 
through New York on tho way to Bos- 
ton. 

Old Bet had been bought on the com- 
munity plan by a number of farmers of 
Putnam county, N. Y. , at the instance 
of one Ludwig Bistadler, each mortgag- 
ing his farm and putting $500 into the 
venture. They exhibited her under wag- 
on sheds at hotels by putting a piece of 
side canvas up in front of the shed. The 
admission was 25 cents for adults and 
l^'.j cents, or a York shilling, for chil- 
dren. This gigantic zoological institute, 
as the caravan was called, traveled east 
as far as Pawtucket, R. I., where the 
elephant, in spite of its docile disposi- 
tion, was shot and killed. As the "in- 
stitute" contained no other attractions 
the show closed. The same proprietors 
theii imported a second elephant, which 
they also called Old Bet, and they en- 
larged their exhibition by adding to the 
collection a lioft and a two horse cage 
and one monkey in a box strapped on to 
the hind end of tho lion's cage. Tho 
second Old Bet landed in 133!i. Follow- 
ing her to these shores tho next pachy- 
derm to arrive seems to have been Mo- 
gul, a very big follow w_ith long tusks, 
who was burned on fee stoamor Royal 
Tar between St. John's and Portland, 
Ma — Chicago Inter Ocean,

FIGHTING FOE FREEDOM. 

A Victorian .Returned From Cuba 
Tells About the Causes of 
the Revolution. 

While Paying- Enormous Taxes the 
Cubans Have Practically No 
Share in Governing. 

" Cuba aharoB with Java tho distinction 
of ^being tho most fertile islands on tho 
globe," said Mr. Arthur Garesche yesterday 
in Bpeaking of the war that is now being 
waged by tho Cubans against Spain for 
thoir independence. Mr. Garesche Is an old 
Victorian who haa livod in Cuba for yearB, 
but now that tho war is raging business ia at 
a standstill and bo will wait until tho war is 
over before he goes back to Cuba. Last 
year Cuba, with a population of a million 
and a half, raised for oxport natural pro- 
ducts valued at quite §75,000.000, yot tho 
condition of tho people ia anything but a 
prosperous ono. 

The reaeonB which tho CubanB give for tho 
proBent war are primarily that tho bulk of 
tho population have no representation in 
tho CortoB and that tho taxes are so heavy 
that tho poopU aro impoverished. In the 
firab pluco Cuba has no repreaentativo gov- 
ernment, but ia ruled from Spain. True, 
tho island aonds some representatives to the 
Spanish Cortes, but whilo tho 140,000 
Spaniards resident in Cuba have sixteon of 
those reprosontativoB, 1,000,000 native 
Cubana have only oight. ThlB is brought 
about by giving tho commercial class, whioh 
aro all Spaniards, a more liberul franchise 
than tho Cubans. Then comes tho taxation 
Cuba pays tho expenses of all the Spanish 
legationa in America, tho expenses of the 
old wur in San Domingo, even for tho 
Spanish invasion of Mexico, for the 
former revolutions in Cuba and 
other war eipenaos, footing up 
a debt of $200,000,000. This war debt haB 
since tho preaent troubles brake oub in- 
croasod by fifty millions, making an ex 
pondituro of over three millions a month. 
Add to thiB $20,000,000 for tho national 
government and $13,000,000 for municipal 
government, and altogether tho public debt 
tho ialand has to provido for ia §115 per 
head. Comparo this with §10 a hoad, tho 
debt of tho island of Jamaica, under tho 
British flag, and it will bo Been what an en 
orrnouB fcuiden tho Cubans have pressing 
upon them. To moot thia, taxes of every 
kind conooivablo aro imposed. A 
man la taxed §25 If ho owns a cart ; a 
mon cannot oven rogiater in a hotel wit! out 
payiDg a tax ; a ranohor has to pay §3 for 
butchering ono of hia own cattlo ; even bo- 
fore ho can paint hia house a Cuban has to 
pay a tax for permission, Then, whilo all 
the officials am appointed by Spain, Cuba 
has to pay tho shot, cud the Governor Gun- 
oral haB thoarbitrary power of in torforingovon 
in provincial councils and dismissing mem- 
bers of these oounoils, half of whom aro up- 
pointed and half elootod. Practioally tho 
•whole Bohome in effeab putB the CubinB at 
tho moroy of tho small Spanish population. 
These are the ohiof causoB that led to the 
present fight for indepondenoe. 

The revolution broke out on February 



-i. The beginning waB eo an.- 
Cubans who started it numbored only 
Indoed Mr. GaroBoho passed through Ibar- 
ra, where, simultaneously with Santiago do 
Cuba, tho first blow was Btruck, on tbo very 
day the rebellion broko out, and nothing 
unuBual Boetnod to bo going on. Sinco then 
tho fighting has aprcad over throo quarters 
of tho island, and tho CubanB aro practical- 
ly masters of all the eastern half of the 
island and aro gradually forcing the 
Spaniards westward. Thero aro 
75,000 men in tho Cuban army 
and they aro being continually 
reinforced. Theao men aro all armed and if 
there wero more arms to eupply them the 
force of tho revolutionists would bo even 
larger. For twenty-three years tho Cubans 
had aaked for reaponBiblo government of 
their own, but without effect. Just when 
Mr. Gareecho left tho Spanish government 
said they wore willing to grant this, but it 
was too late, Tho Cubans having tnken 
the field will not now bo satisfied with any- 
thing Bhort of their independence. 

Hard fighters as thoy aro. tho Cubans 
have not proved themselves vindiotive. In- 
stead of butchering t,hoir prlBonors, as has 
Bometlmos been charged against thorn, they 
uniformly have treated captured Spaniards 
woll, Mr. G *reacho says. When they cap. 
ture Spanish soldiers thoy take their arms 
away uud turn the prisonors loose. 
An instanco of this was shown in tbo 
following inoldont. Tho Cubans had 
captured a Spanish oificer and a 
Cuban officer of tho same rank bo 
ing held by tho Spaniards an offer of 
oxchange waB made by the Cubans. Ma « 
tinez CampoB, tho Spanish commander, re- 
fused, saying he had plenty more men and 
tho Cubans could kill tho Spanish officer for 
all ho carod. Tho Cubans, however, sot 
their prisoner free, and ao disgusted was ho 
at tho hoartleasneBs of tho Spanish com 
munder that he joined tho revolutionists 
and fought against hia old comrades. 

The CubanB havo contented themselvos 
with overrunning and controlling tho coun 
try, but do not attompt to capture the towno 
aB owing to thoir lack of artillery thoy could 
nob hold them against tho Spanish. Whilo 
tho revolutionists aro sturdy mon tho Span- 
lah army in Cuba ie composed of immature, 
young recruits— more lads of from 16 to 20 
yoars old. Thoy are three or four montha 
behind in their pay, and many aro now bo- 
ooming disgusted and are deserting to the 
Cubans. Tho revolutionists are playing a 
waiting game, hoping that the climate will 
work in their favor, for whilo 
2,000 Spanish soldiers havo been killod in 
battle, 20.000 havo died from fevora and 
Bickneaa. Thero aro a numbor of American 
Bympathisors fighting with tho revolution 
iata and among other foreignera tho son of 
tho English consul at Nuevitas haa joined 
thoil ranks. Tho Insurgents havo forbidden the 
grinding of sugar cane in tho plantations, for 
tho purpoao of cutting off from Spain part of 
tho revonuo which holpa to carry on the 
war. Tho insurgents subsist chiefly on cat- 
tle, of whioh there aro groat numbers on the 
island, and sweot potatoes, and ae thoy con- 
trol so largo a part of the island, thero ia no 
likelihood of thoir being aturved into sub 
jootion.

The Executive Declares That Martinez 
'Campos Cannot Possibly Whip 
the Revolutionists. 

Havana, I)ec. ". — Salvador Cisnoros-Be- 
tancourt, tho Cuban oxecutivo, bettor known 
ai thu Marquis of S*nt» Lucia, has issued a 

Btatemont. Ho oayB : 

" OurB is a republican form of govern- 
ment, based on broad domocratio principles, 
and especially suited to tho Cuban peoplo, 
Our government was first orgaulzod by tho 
election of four deputies from each of the 
fivo army corps, who gave tho matter Bound 
and careful oonaideration and | decided upon 
all tho detaila of tho firab form of organiza- 
tion. Upon this occasion Genoral Gomez 
exhibited his truo patriotism and democratio 
ideas, giving over, as he did, all tho extra- 
ordinary powers with which he had been in- 
vestod upon his first landing in tho country. 
This ainglo patriotic act won for Gomez tho 
unbounded respeeb and admiration of bis 
follow citizens. Tho oilicerB of tho preeant 
government wero chosen by thu assembly 
tvhtoh firat mot for that purpose and for the 
adoption of a constitution, and it Is thir 
government that haa appointod ob diplo- 
matic agent our delegate plenipotentiary, 
Thomaa Eatroda PAlma, who ie now in the 
United States. Ho haa in turn appointed 
our sub-delegates to o ther countries. 

" Our government will last, and the vic- 
tory will bo with us In tho end. There is no 
chanco for failure We havo the peoplo of 
Cuba with ue, and our treasury ia by no 
means empty, for a largo number of property 
owners of tho ialand are paying taxes to ua. 
Many Spaniards, wishing our reBpoat and 
protection, aro inoluded In this list. I am 
well pleased with tho progress of the revolu- 
tion. When I UrBt took up arms against the 
government, tho Spaniah regimo tried to 
ridicule me by Buying that my army of 
thirteen boardlcss youths would not injure 
t l io authorities much, but ono month later a 
Spaniah stronghold, the villago of Alta 
Garcia, wao captured and laid lo«\ 

" Tho garrison of 100 men at Elmulet wua 
overpowered, a government contingent of 
100 mon waa routed at La Larga, and tho 
Spanish garrison at San Moronimeo was 
overturned. Wo were more powerful at 
tho beginning ot thia war than wo wero at 
any period during that of 180S, while the 
onemy is all at eou concerning our move-
